When the Commons last night resumed 
the debate on the Address they discussed 
the Independent Liberals’ amendment 
urging that certain provisions of the Peace 
Treaty could not be fulfilled by the Central 
Powers. Sir Donald Maclean argued that 
£2,000,000,000 would be a reasonable sum 
for the German indemnity. Both he and 
Lord Robert Cecil complained of the large 
number of persons claimed as war 
criminals ; both emphasised the danger of 
the economic position in Central Europe; 

and both deplored our Russian policy and 
the delay in concluding peace with Turkey. 

Mr. Balfour defended the Government's 
peace policy. Economic experts differed 
as to Germany s capacity to pay, and Ger- 
many herself had placed a higher estimate 
on her capacity than that put forward by 
Sir Donald Maclean. The British list of 
war criminals was a moderate one. The 
terms of the Peace Treaty were subject to 
revision in matters which might bear 
harshly on the Central Powers. With 
reference to the economic situation, he 
contended that Great Britain had done, 

and was doing, all she could to assist her 
former enemies, but that the Central 
European countries must help themselves 
by industry, increased production, and 
administration issuing in economy and 
eredit.

The Peace Treaties, 

The continuation. of the debate on the 
Address in the House of Commons yester- 
day was concerned in the main with 
criticism of the Peace Treaties. Sir Donald 
Maclean and Lord Robert Cecil assailed 
the Government, and called for the revision 
of several important points. In the first 
place, the financial clauses of the Treaty 
with Germany were criticised. Sir Donald 
Maclean estimated Germany's capacity to 
pay at £2,000,000,000, and urged that our 
late enemies should be told exactly how 
much they were expected to contribute to 
the Allies. In the next place, the critics 
of the Treaty held that the delimitation 
of frontiers in the late Dual Monarchy 
should be revised. Austria was in a 
sorry plight. Rumania was taking 
possession of all Transylvania. Jugo- 
Slavia claimed South-West Hungary, and 
Czecho-Slovakia its North-Western terri- 
tories. All these annexations, according 
to Sir Donald Maclean, were unjust, and 
should not be permitted. He believed that 
the only way to stabilise Central Europe 
was to establish complete free trade among 
the various new States. The world could 
not be reconstructed on the suffering of 
children, and something must be done to 
save the populations of these unfortunate 
countries. Again, both Sir Donald Maclean 
and Lord Robert Cecil doubted the wisdom 
of insistence on the extradition of the nine 
hundred “war criminals” who had been 
demanded from Germany. The final point 
against which criticism was directed was 
the condition of affairs in the Middle 
East. Lord Robert Cecil attributed the 
trouble there to the long delay in the con- 
clusion of peace with Turkey. The only 
hope was that a Treaty might be concluded 
without further delay.

friend was praising and not  attack- 
ing the Government his apology 
fer having mistakenly supposed that Lord 
Robert was adopting a charge against them, 
“which is naturally suggested in some quarters 
with which my noble friend is acquainted,” are 
highly amusing examples of Parliamentary 
fence. He could hardly bring himself to believe, 
he protested, that “the Leader of the Opposi- 
tion —in itself a felicitious sncer—was moving 
an amendment to the Address, so charming 
were the tones, and so anodyne the temper in 
which the assault was delivered. The only com- 
plaint he had to make was that some of the 
very proper and interesting with 
which he had to deal were slightly common- 
place; he had heard them before. That was a 
rather dangerous remark for a Minister who, 
himself, intended to say many things, and not 
much—te treat the House to a dissertation on 
an immense number ef vital problems, and to give 
no new information upon them. The objecti 
made by his opponent to the Treaty gave him 
little trouble. It was easy to show that if Ger- 
many thinks the economic terms imposed upon 
her, and her inability te comply with them, to 
be so great as does Mr. Keynes, she has ber 
remedy in the provisions of the Treaty, which 
enable her to make her own proposals for the 
payment of a lump sum, and which pledge the 
Allies to consider them, It was even easier to 
brush aside criticisms on the boundaries laid 
down for Hungary by averring that the critic 
was wholly wrong in his facts, and that the 
boundaries are probably the best that could be 
found. In his reply to the contention, that the 
list of war criminals is too long, he could rely 
on widespread sympathy. The British list is 
confined to offenders who are charged 
with the gratuitous perpetration of outrage. 
It does not include the miserable wretches who 
stained their hands with the blood of the in- 
vocent and the helpless to save themselves from 
being shot by their superiors. The French list 
is longer, but, thank Heaven, we have not had 
to suffer the enormities wilfully and systematic- 
ally inflicted upon our Allies. We cannot go to 
the victims and tell them that ¢heir demand 
for justice upon the criminals must be refused 
in the higher interests of peace. 

Of the general condition of Oentral Europe, 
continues The Times, Mr. Balfour takes the 
gloomy view with which our readers are familiar. 
We have done a great deal in the form of 
financial aid to its peoples. We shall do more 
if others will join us in bearing the burden ; 
but we cannot bear it alone. To 
make the attempt would merely ruin 
ourselves, and, by ruining us, ruin the best 
hope for the recovery of the rest of the world. 
Mr. Balfour believes in the League of Nations, 
but he does not try to delude himself by the 
fancy that it can cure starvation. Nothing can 
do that until shattered credit has been restored, 
and until labour again produces what it used 
to produce before the war. That, is excellent 
doctrine, but the speech of the etatesman who 
propounds is open to the criticism which he 
addresses to others.

A 48-HOUR WEEK. 

The Parliamentary Correspondent of The 
Times, writing to-day, saye :—The Government 
are making another attempt to settle the diffi- 
culties which have hitherto prevented the pass- 
ing into law of the bill for the establishment 
of a national working week of forty-eight hours. 
The chief outstanding difficulty is the position 
of agriculture, and Sir Robert Horne has ar- 
ranged to meet representatives of the two sides 
in the industry next week. The Government 
will be prepared at this conference to make a 
definite proposal for the solution of an admit- 
tedly delicate problem. It is understood that 
the proposal will be that the principle of shorter 
hours shall be applied to agriculture over the 
whole year, and not, as in other trades, by a 
strict limitation, week by week. Under this 
elgstic plan, a farm labourer could put in sixty 
hours’ work a week at harvest time, and forty 
hours in the depth of winter, but he would not 
be called upon to average more than forty-eight 
hours over the whole year. The actual number 
of hours to be worked in a given week would be 
fixed by representative boards for different dis-

It is interesting to note that the recent de- 
structive Mexican earthquakes, which were ac- 
companied by volcanic eruptions, produced no 

ble effect here. The reason was that 
voléano acted as a safety-valve, using up 
the energy of the disturbance, which was thus 
more or less confined in area. Had no eruption 
taken place, large shocks would probably have 
been recorded on instruments all over the 
world.— Yours, etc., D. O’Conwets, S.J.
